That third party deserves your care- 
ful consideration when you are de- 
bating which party you are going to 
support. 


"If this new party is preferred on 
the fifth of November, will it be in 
a position to clear the decks and 
carry out the policy which many no- 
ble gentlemen have conceived that it 
was sincerely bent upon? 
"If the leader of the third party is 
made-president what will be his sit- 
uation? Does anybody suppose that 
he will have a third party congress 
behind him? Is it not inevitable that 
in such an event there will be in 
congress such a mixture of elements 
and groups and coteries that the 
president cannot possibly get any 
program whatever put through? 
"Then you have only the Demo- 
cratic party left, and you will ask 
me how I can set up a claim -for the 
Democratic party.' 


"Well, in the first place, it is rath- 
er a fine discipline to have been on 
the outside for 16 years. You have 
not intrusted the government of the 
United States to the Democratic par- 
ty because the Democratic party has 
been opposed all these years to the 
things that the Republican leaders 
were doing. Is not that a statement 
of mere fact? Haven't we been at- 
tacking them and opposing them all 
these years, and proposing programs 
that once looked radical 
and now 
look reasonable? 
We haven't 
just 


begun being progressive. 
We have 


been progressive for 16 years, and 
•we saw the year 1912 half a genera- 
tion before it came. 
"The Democratic party is

SCHOOL BUILDINGS 
AS CIVIC CENTERS 


(Christian Science Monitor.) 


With two presidential candidates, 


Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Wilson, urg- 
ing that communities use their 
schoolhouses as property suitable for 
sheltering adults when they serious- 
ly discuss politics and when they 
vote for candidates, the movement to 
make the schoolhouse more and more 
of a civic center, useful seven days 
in the week, will_gain momentum. 
There is so rauch tn be said for the 
proposal, as an economic 
proposi- 
tion, that the 
wonder* is that so 
many shrewd, hard-headed tax-pay- 
ing citizens had to wait for idealistic 
altruists to champion the cause. 
Americans invest more money in 
school buildings than in any other 
kind of structure save dwellings: In 
most communities the school build- 
ing is not used evenings. Saturdays 
or Sundays, whereas experience has 
shown a city like Rochester, X. Y. 
or a state like Wisconsin, that school 
houses are centers that know no time 


limit a* to uKfalaeM, inroviding the 
community think* mo, and makee 
proviaiou aeeordlnjlr. 


Both Uke former president aad the 
recent university executive who has 
now turned political leader agree 
that what the American democracy 
need* moat ia more" chance to talk 
things out to confer on public poli- 
ties and to know what needs to be 
done politically. They alao are aware 
that altered conditions make the le- 
gitimate expense* of esndidajs- 
tn» 


public office larger than Utey used 
;o be. To hire halls and places of 
meeting in a great urban center in- 
volves resources that many worthy 
men cannot command. 


Often outlying districts hare 
no 


other assembly halls at all compar- 
able with those of the schools. Why 
not .then, use public property for 
public ends, with safeguards such af 
Fanueil hall, an historic forum, ha? 
maintained, but like that celebrated 
place of debate, open free to al' 
groups of citizens. 
In rural districts, as the vartouf 


forces combine that are now busy a; 
work making for restoration _or 
church and schoolhouse as socia' 
centers the fundamental idea which 
the political 
leaders indorse wil' 
sooner or later find its exemplifica- 
tion. Sheer economy forces it; anc1 
if it did not, the rising forces of fra- 
ternity and democracy would. In the- 
ory the school is the most democrat- 
ic" of American social institutions 
and over most of the national area it 
is without caste distinctions. Some 
day the schoolhouse will be used to 
the limit for unifying adults 
anc' 
youth, natives and foreigners, men 
and women, officials and voters; and 
not the least of its civic function? 
will be its furnishing of a non-par- 
tisan forunx and a polling booth.
